@...= Combe in the Mendip Hills of 
Somerset there is a rocky overhang. Here it was 
that during a summer storm in 1766, a local 
curate, Augustus Toplady, took shelter and, as 
he waited for the rain to abate, scribbled on a 
playing card an opening verse to the famous 
hymn, Rock of Ages. A plaque marks the spot 
to this day. The hymn, often requested at funer- 
als, has provided solace to millions over the 
centuries. It has been translated into various 
languages; one Hindi version retranslates into 
English: 

"Very old stone, split for my benefit, 
Let me absent myself under 
one of your fragments." 


In this Millennium Summer, 
during which we have spent 
much time waiting for the 
rain to stop, it has been 
tempting to wonder what

Perhaps this issue of Tiger illustrating the Prime 
Minister's visit, today's Faculty, and reporting so 
many events of an action-packed year; a CD- 
ROM of our web page, a graphing calculator 
(solar powered), the School song.....readers may 
have other suggestions. The TigerFACT group 
continues to keep Ridley at the forefront along 
the Information Highway, yet it is a safe bet 
that by 2100 our G3 laptops will seem as 
antique as the abacus does to the Class of 2000. 
It is half a century since a serving Prime 
Minister paid a visit: what a special day Jean 
Chrétien made May 13th for us. How often will 
9d happen again during the 21st Century? 


The "fabric of Ridley changes" each year, we are 
reminded from The Tower. To be sure it does. 
But, unlike the "small stones" collected by 














Alyssa Milot in the lessons she takes with her, 
there are those older stones which remain in 
place for generations, providing much needed 
security. These are the main stones of the bul- 
wark which is Ridley: we weed between them, 
and weathering may cause them to lose their 
edges, but their general shape and layout 
remain. 


In their annual on-campus retreat, the Faculty 
gave particular thought to the "balance between 
nurturance and challenge" for students. Our pre- 
decessors through the ages have always been 
concerned about this balance. As we throw 
new challenges at Ridleians, however, with 
our laptop program and curriculum 
compression, and as they experience 
even greater societal pressures, we 
felt the need to consider the ade- 
quacy of the shelter which we 
provide during teenage years. 
Metaphorically this is the 
"weeding between stones", 
plus minor landscaping adjust- 
ments. Improvement is always 





possible, and we live in a 
world of alarming exposure for 
youngsters, so we intend to 
me ~ work harder than ever to pro- 
tect and guide our charges through future squalls. 


But, as Michelle Gretzinger writes in her reflec- 
tion on Prize Day, "The fundamental Ridley, 
lessons of spirit, pride and direction remain the 
same". The same, we hope, in 2100 as today; a 
veritable Rock of Ages.

Gradually, I focused in on two quite different 

aspects of the school that had occurred a hundred years apart: 
the TigerFACT committee’s decision to implement full 
Macintosh laptop immersion in 1997, and the fact that the 
school had opened its doors to boys under 14 in 1897 — the first 
boarding school in Canada to do so.

More and more, | came to realize that the 
school’s future was not in agreement with the once state-of-the 
art facilities at the south end of the campus. 


When being interviewed, I learned of the plans to refurbish 
Middle School in the next five years or so. At this point in the 


eramme and place it ahead of our independent 
school competitors. 


I am still learning — and I trust, will continue to do so — about 
the history of this fine institution. However, | have come away 
with enough knowledge to understand that Ridley has been 
and always will be concerned with preparing its students to 
become the best that they can be in an ever-changing world. 
Whenever I take people on a tour or speak with them after a 
student tour guide has taken them around the College, | am 
always delighted to hear two recurrent themes. First of all, they 
comment on the students; their enthusiasm and the pride they 
seem to have in the school. And secondly, they explain how 
impressed they are with the school’s facilities. We cannot fulfill 
our duty as educators without providing our students with a 
challenging curriculum and an abundance and variety of 
extracurricular activities. At the same time, we must strive to 
furnish them with state-of-the-art facilities.

here can be no question about it — Paris is an absolutely 
amazing place.

I’d heard about the city a thousand times before, and 
yet somehow it didn’t really register until I was able to stroll 
up the Champs Elysées at dusk, to see the Arc de Triomphe 
towering in the distance against the orange Parisian sunset. 
Nothing prepares you for it — for that feeling you get when 
you are overcome with a sense of undeniable humility, and 
at the same time a sense of utter amazement. These experi- 
ences Paris provides with perfection, and it was with consid- 
erable incomprehension that I began to realize that scenes of 
such poignancy could be found at every corner of the city. 


Granted, I knew before | arrived that Paris had culture. 
What | did not know was that this culture emanated from 
every crevice of every street. Reflecting on the experiences | 
had there almost always elicits a kind of frivolous chuckle, as 
I try to comprehend it, to make sense of it all, but cannot. 
That | was actually there, that I actually set foot in Notre 
Dame de Paris, that I ascended the Eiffel Tower; these 
thoughts still seem ridiculous to me. But I was there. Those 
things did happen, and | will remember them as long as | live. 


seems to me that one of the things that makes Paris 
unique, is that it can show us how little we know about 
everything, as few other places can. Sure I had traveled

before I went to France. I’d been to California and New York 
City. But I felt after being to a place that seemed to be pure 
history and pure culture, that I really hadn’t been anywhere, 
or seen anything at all. That I could share this with a group 
of great people — the new friends | made that I know I will 
keep — made it all the more powerful an experience. | will 
end with a quote that I have heard numerous times from our 
wonderful Parisian guide Dr. Fraser, but that | am only just 
now beginning to understand. A very wise Ernest 
Hemingway said it, and he leaves me with little need to say 
anything more — “If you are lucky enough to have lived in 
Paris as a young man, then wherever you go for the rest of 
your life it stays with you, for Paris is a moveable feast.”

These two questions demonstrate the diversity of knowl- 
edge expected of a team of four students playing at the 
national championship level of School Reach. School 
Reach is the current incarnation of the old television pro- 
gram Reach for the Top that aired on CBC during the 
1960s, 1970s, and 1980s. It is a competition between two 
teams of four students, each team representing its sec- 
ondary school, that asks the students to answer questions 
from any course in the secondary curriculum, from current 
events and from trivia of the world. On May 29th, Ridley’s 
School Reach team of Jim Sensenbrenner ‘00, Joey Turner 
‘02, Geoff Grove ‘01, and Michael Fraser ‘O1 came within 
one win of being the Canadian National Champions of 


School Reach for 2000. 


To put this accomplishment into perspective, Ridley has 
been competing in School Reach since 1973 when Paul 
Lewis introduce the game as an activity to the students of 
Ridley. In 1994, Paul Lafrance assumed the role of faculty 
advisor. During all these years, Ridley has won the Lincoln 
County Championship a number of times but had never 
qualified as one of the eight finalists for the Ontario title. 
In fact, no team from the Niagara region has ever qualified 
for the final eight in the Ontario championship. 


In recent years, the Ridley inter-school team had fallen on 
hard times to the point where the only School Reach 
activity was internal. We have had a competition each 
year among the residences for bragging rights within the 
School. This year, there was not enough interest to have 
School Reach as an activity. Mr. Munroe and Mr. Lafrance 
decided to raise the profile of the House competition by 
having an extensive round-robin tournament among the 
girls’ residences and also among the boys’ residences that 
culminated in two girls’ Houses and two boys’ Houses 
making it to the semi-finals. Arthur Bishop East was 
matched against Gooderham East and Merritt South was 


matched against Gooderham West. ABE met GW in the

final which was played in front of the Upper School in the 
Mandeville Theatre. The boys of ABE emerged victorious. 


The interest generated by the House competition had 
rekindled the interest for competing once again in the 
Lincoln County Championship. Mr. Lafrance contacted 
the regional convener the afternoon of the House final 
only to discover that the regional championship tourna- 
ment was to be held the very next day at Lakeport S.S. An 
inter-school team that used the four boys from the ABE 
team, Jim Sensenbrenner, Michael Schadinger ‘00, Joey 
Turner and Michael Fraser and three top players from 
other House teams, Laura Carr ‘00 of Gooderham West, 
Simon Bentley ‘Ol of Merritt North and Geoff Grove of 
Arthur Bishop West, was quickly put together and off we 
went to Lakeport. The team completed the tournament 
with a perfect record of six wins and no loses to capture 
the Lincoln County Championship. 


Next stop was the Provincial Championship to be held in 
Kingston on the weekend of May 13th to May 15th, the & 
weekend of the Cadet Inspection. All but Michael 
Schadinger made the trip to compete as one of forty 
schools all vying for the provincial crown. In the round- 
robin play, Ridley finished with a record of seven wins and 
three losses. Tied with a number of teams with the same 
record, Ridley advanced to the quarter-final round by hav- 
ing the best point total of all the teams involved. Ranked 
eighth going into the quarter-final match, Ridley had to 
play the undefeated and number one team from Leaside 
H.S. in Toronto. Ridley rose to the challenge and won its 
match. In the semi-final game, Ridley was paired against 
the fourth place team of University of Toronto Schools 
from Toronto. Again, the Ridley squad proved its worth 
and won the match. In the final for the provincial title, 
Ridley had to face Merivale S.S. from Nepean, the only 
other undefeated team from the round-robin portion of the 
competition. The challenge proved too much on that day 
and the Merivale squad demonstrated why it was undefeat- 
ed for the competition by beating the Ridley team handily. 
However, as finalists, Ridley had qualified for the national 
tournament to be held in Edmonton, Alberta on the week- 


end of May 27th. 





So off the team went to the Canadian National © 
Championship of School Reach. The team had been 








reduced in number to only four: Sensenbrenner, Turner, 
Grove and Fraser. On Friday, May 26th, we were met at 
the Edmonton International airport by Michael Jenner ‘87 
who had arranged transportation from the airport to the 
North American Baptist College where the competition 
was to be held and the students and coaches housed. That 
night, the team was invited to a barbeque by Michael. 
b)R’s Brent ‘86 and Brad ‘87 Ferguson were also present. 

fter a night of western Ridleian hospitality, the team was 
ready for round-robin play. On Saturday, after playing each 
of the other teams in the tournament, Ridley emerged in 
second place with a record of seven wins and two losses. 
Ridley had the highest point total of any team and had 
also avenged its loss to Merivale by beating them ina 
round-robin match. Sunday was a day of sight-seeing and 
the students and coaches were taken on a bus tour of the 
city with stops at the provincial legislature, the Space and 
Science Centre and finally the famous West Edmonton 
Mall. Monday saw the team move to the television studios 
of Canadian Learning Television where all the quarter- 
final, semi-final and final matches would be taped for 
future broadcast. Ridley defeated the second place team 
from Alberta, Lindsay Thorbur S.S. from Red Deer in its 
quarter-final match. In its semi-final match, Ridley won a 
closely contested game against the first place team from 
Alberta, Paul Kane S.S. Ridley entered the final match 
only to see its rival, Merivale from Ontario yet again the 
barrier between Ridley and a championship. Once more 
the team from Nepean won the day and Ridley had to set- 
tle for the number two spot in Canada.

As our readers know a major priority of the Major Gifts programme is to raise an addi- 
tional $10 million for bursary and scholarship endowment. This year's Ridley Fund 
focused on raising the sights of both individuals and classes. With the help of the 
Trustees! Challenge which provided matching gift funds, it realized outstanding suc- 
cess. 


New gifts to bursary and scholarship endowment totalled a little over $1 million and 
donors to this cause qualified for matching funds of almost another million. The entire 
Ridley family is to be congratulated and sincerely thanked for the response to date — 
only $8 million to go! 


JL REFURBISHMENTS 


The pressing need for refurbishment in the Middle School has taken on heightened 
importance as Ridley moves closer to the year 2003 at which time grade 13 will cease 
to exist. The effect on the school will be the reduction in student numbers of Upper 


School by 25-30%. 


It is imperative that our Middle School thrive as we seek to 
provide a solid base of students for the Upper School. 
Competition for these students will be fierce and all of Ridley's 
rivals have recently renovated their junior schools. Our existi 
classrooms are antiquated, small and too few and the dormitory 
accommodation is inferior at best. We are already two years past 
the projected life span of Governors’ House which houses our 
Middle School boarding boys. 


Recognizing the priority of this project the Board has autho- 
rized the school to borrow up to $3 million, subject to raising 
an additional $2 million before we begin construction. At the time of writing the 
school has received gifts of almost $800,000. The estates of Gilbert and Gertrude 
McElheny provided the lead gift of $600,000 and in late June an anonymous gift of 
$100,000 was received with a note which read in part: 


"Although I did not attend the Lower/Middle School ... I now realize what a combi- 
nation of complexity, beauty and tradition it really is, although it is desperately in 
need of a functional refurbishment. I hope our collective efforts in rejuvenating the 
old girl will produce the results we need to energize a most important part of the 
Ridley academic experience." 


The spirit of this gift is reflective of a true Ridleian and it sets an example for many 
others to follow serving th greatest need of the school at this time.

Ridley now has a new phone number based on when it was established: 905-684-1889. Thus the 
school will have, from this time onward, its founding year as its main number. 


Several years ago, before the advent of web sites and CD's with extensive phone listings, on a whim of 
mine while Master on Duty, a group of ten Red Gatees were given the suitably tedious task of searching 
the Niagara Region phone book for all numbers ending in 1889. Each student sifted through fifty odd 
pages resulting in a set of fifteen numbers. After checking with Bell Canada, all those with numbers 
that could be re-routed to Ridley were called to inquire whether they would be willing to give up their 
phone number.
